Will Freeze 
Tangled Web 
In Geo rgia 


WASHINGTON (fl» )— 
The Supreme Court stay­ 
ed today a three-judge 
federal court ruling that 
the Georgia Legislature 
cannot elect that state’s 
next governor. 
The effect is to freeze the tan­ 
gled Georgia election situation 
until at least Dec. 5, the date 
set by the high court for hear­ 
ing argument. 
The three-judge court in At­ 
lanta on Nov. 17 ruled unconsti­ 
tutional a Georgia Constitution 
provision that the legislature 
choose between two top candi­ 
dates when no candidate for 
governor gets a majority of the 
popular vote. 
The three-judge court ruling 
barred a choice by the legisla­ 
ture between Democrat Lester 
G. 
Maddox 
and 
Republican 
Howard (Bo) Callaway. 
Neither Maddox nor Callaway 
received the required clear ma­ 
jority for election as governor 
in the Nov. 8 election. 
The Supreme Court said an 
appeal from the three-judge 
court ruling had been fil^ by 
Ben W. Fortson. Georgia secre­ 
tary of state. Fortson also ask ed 
the lower court judgment be 
stayed pending final action by 
the highest tribunal on the sec­ 
retary’s appeal. 
The Supreme Court said fur­ 
ther that all of the parties in­ 
volved had requested speeded- 
up action. Because of this the 
high tribunal agreed to the Dec. 
S hearing of arguments.

Bullet Strikes Ho me

shattered a tront window Sun­ 
day night at the Detroit home of 
Anthony Liuzzo, 53, whose wite, 
Viola, was murdered last year 
in a civil rights demonstration 
near Selma, Ala.

The bullet smashed thrwgh 
the front picture window, hit 
a 
wall opposite the window and 
fall under a chair. 
Mrs. Liuzzo was k illed by 
gunfire on March 
25, 1965, as

bama highway after a civil 
rights march from Selma to

Hal Boyle^ s Column 
Irish Family^ 8 Third Son Somehow Was Near to God 


By HAL BOYLE 
NEW YORK (AP) —In every 
large Irish family there is one 
child who seems closer to God 
than the others. 
The finger of heaven seemed 
to point at the third son of five 
children my mother had—Neil. 
This is his birthday, and to­ 
day, although he 
is young 
among the angels, he would be 
54 years old and if he were still 
what is termed “ alive.** 
Mama, in the grip of child­ 


birth, seemed to name her chil­ 
dren in the flowing, old-fash­ 
ioned style of penmanship that 
flaunted a flourish. Before or 
after she came out of the ether, 
she decided that her third-born 
son—the one after me—would 
be known in City Hall records 
as Cornelius Gerald Boyle. 
Mama's doctor in those days 
got a little annoyed with hear 
because, although she yielded 
all her children reasonably easy 
in her home bedroom—none 


born in a hospital—she had this 
romantic penchant for 
long 
names. A tired doctor in those 
days, having a cup of coffee in 
the kitchen after an always suc­ 
cessful 
delivery, 
hated 
the 
chore of writing down the in- 
fant’.s interminable identity. 
Cornelius Gerald immediately 
became Neil. 
In a rude Irish brood, he had 
a gentleness that set him apart. 
He was by far the quickest mind 
of us all, but there was a soft­ 


ness to his soul that made him 
different. At the table he wat 
the last to reach for a second 
helping. He didn’t like to com­ 
pete for advantage. 
As children, we were favorite 
brothers and slept in the same 
bed. It was ritual for us to 
scratch each other’s back be­ 
fore we fell asleep — the winter 
underwear in those days kept 
kids in constant itch — but we 
never told each other who we 
were, or discussed our dreams. 


1h«rt waa Just a faith and a 
liking. 


The whisper of God reached 
down to Neil, but never me. 
The atmosphere of a large 
Irish family in those day.s was a 
capsule history of the Irish fate 
— loud with brags, hopes, 
denunciations, interior betrayal, 
and a seeking of importance by 
gaining audience. It is a curse 
of the Irish that so many of 
them aspire to the conduct of 
kings, reckless of reckoning. 
These family hurrahs hurt the 
heart of Neil. He used to lie si­ 
lently on the floor during them, 
his head based on the pillow of 
his folded hands, hearing above 
the family tempests God’s word 
of call to him. 
He decided to become a 
priest, and was about to go 


away to study and become one. 
An infection common in those 
days intervened and left him 
with a crippled heart. 
Neil then became one of those 
many Irish who can't quite 
serve God to the fulness of their 
childhood choice and then be­ 
come a prisoner of home and 
never get away. 
The Army Air Corps took him 
in World War II and he loaded 
the guns in airplanes abroad in 
which he never flew or pulled a 
trigger. He was not born to kill. 
He liked to be useful, and chil­ 
dren and old people trusted him. 
A little more than a year ago in 
Kansas City he was mowing the 
lawn for a nice old lady across 
the street and suddenly keeled 
over dead without question or 
outcry. Firemen came with oxy­ 


gen tanks, but Kefl bad laft 
home forever. 
Bending over his coffin, moth­ 
er flecked a spot of dust from 
his undertaker-adjusted face, 
kissed him, and said an Irish 
goodby to the first loss from her 
womb: 
“ You look lovely, Neil. Don’t 
worry, dear. I’ll be with you 
soon." 
Well, of course Mama is only 
79, and the rest of her children 
have no intention of allowing 
her this final reunion very soon. 
We are selfish enough to contin­ 
ue to demand her cheer, even 
though one of her sons remains 
away — the first to take flight 
from here, her brightest and 
perhaps her best. 
And this, my dear brother, is

plunged $19.62 to $106.75. 
About the same time, in an 
unrelated event, a speaker told 
the meeting on institutional in­

The worry isn’t confined to 


observers. It includes the ex­

investment

When institu­ 
tions act in unison it can have a 
devastating effect.

The mere selling by one insti­ 
tution can influence another. If 
a fund trader holds a certain 
stock he cannot ignore a sale of 


that stock by • aempatltor fund, 
for a sale might lower the price. 
Funds, therefore, watch each 
other. 


“ Our trading operation is an 
intelligence and counter intelli­ 
gence operation,’’ said the head 
of a very large mutual fund 
group privately. 
“ The name of the game today 
is to use money effectively at all 
times,’’ he said. “ All of us are 
members of analysts societies, 
and analysts trade information

Clifford N. Matthews, a Mon­ 
santo chemist, said today tht 
experiments have resulted in 
a 
new theory on the orig in of pro­ 
teins, the main chemical sub­ 
stance in all life on earth. 
He said the experiments also 
may result in the development 
of synthetic foods. 
Matthews and Robert E. Mo­ 
ser, another scientist, said they 
mixed methane and ammonia. 
They 
then 
shot 
electricity 
throug h the g aseous mixture for 
about 24 hours. The electricity 
was representative of the hig h 
energ y believed to abound in 
primitive earth. 
The result was hydrog en cy­ 
anide g as which was allowed to 
stand and mix with itself. 
“The result was a black .sol­ 
id,** said Matthews and Moser. 
“Then we added water and the 
result was a brown scum which 
we believe once covered the 
earth.

Defense is m aintained by small p atrols 
driv ing in jeep s along the border and a 
series of Kibutzem or settlements of young 
Israelis who farm by day and guard by 
night. 
I v isited one Kibutz, Telkitzir, near the 
Sea of Galilee on the israeli-Syrian border 
last winter. About 400 Israelis, men and 
women, liv ed in barracks or m arried cou­ 
p les in small cottages, raising wheat, al­ 
falfa, v egetables and milking an up -to-date 
herd of Holstein dairy cow.s. 
They were a rugged, seemingly noncha­ 
lant group , liv ing on the edge of danger. 
Looking down into the v alley from the hill 
on which the Kibutz stood I could see the 
Israeli-Syrian border 100 yards away. On 
the far side it was brown ana barren. On 
our side it was green and cultiv ated. Alumi­ 
num irrigation p ip es lay alongside fields of 
wheal and 
alfalfa 
unmolested 
by 
the 
Syrians. 
The Israelis had extended their husbandry 
right out into no-man's land, the neutral 
zone between the two countries. It was the 
most fertile farm land, they argued, and 
should be used. The Syrians didn’t like the 
incursion, and at first had shot at the farm 
workers. But retaliatory fire from the Is­ 
raeli hillside now made them take the Is­ 
raeli agricultural adv ance without audible 
p rotest. 
“ Just Like Us ’ 
Up atov c the border, on the brown Syrian 
hillside, was a stone redoubt and a cluster 
of stone houses. A 
few 
Syrian 
soldiers 
loitered in the sunshine, unconcerned ov er 
what hap p ened on the Israeli hillside across 
the way. 
‘‘They are v illage p eop le up there, just 
like us,” said my Israeli guide. “ I don’t 
think they want trouble any 
more 
than 
we do.” 
On one occasion, howev er, shots cam e 
across the v alley, hurtling close to the kin­ 
dergarten. After that, a two-foot-thick, eight- 
foot-high concrete wall was erected in front 
of the p layground and I saw the children 
enjoying their swings and see-saws obliv i­ 
ous to the fact that 
danger 
lurked 200 
yards away. 
At night I went out in the tienches which 
rim the edge of the hill facing toward 
Syria. Young Israelis, both men and women, 
p atrol the trenchef. And you are a bit 
atariled to come across a beautiful Israeli 
fir! in the dead of night, her hair in bng 
braids, a rifle slung ov er her shoulder, 
further up tha bordar toward Labanon,

the line between Israel and Syria is clearly 
defined by the .Iordan Riv er, about half as 
wide as Rock Creek which flows through 
the District of Columbia. When I v isited 
that famous riv er I could see two Syrian 
soldiers far up on the hill watching us. 
At the Sea of Galilee, the boundary is 
ev en more comp licated, with Israel owning 
a narrow strip of land around the lake, but 
with no defense or sentry p osts to keep 
out Arab intruders. 


On the road between Jerusalem and Tel 
Av iv you driv e up a narrow gorge, on one 
side of which Jordanian territory juts down 
like a dagger p ointed at the v Ual link be­ 
tween the two chief Israeli cities. 
Thus it has been easy for Arab saboteurs 
to p enetrate Israeli territory, mine 
their 
roads and blow up p atrol jeep t. The resent­ 
ment in Israel is understandable. 
King Hussein's Problem 
But what the Israeli military who inv aded 
Jordan last week didn’t seem to realize is 
that they were retaliating against the coun­ 
try which has tried to remain neutral and 
which likes the Syrians about as much as 
do the Israelis. 


King Hussein, the young Monarch who 
rules ov er the tiny desert kingdom of Jor­ 
dan, IS faced with the fact that sev eral 
thousand Palestinian reiugee:-, exiled trom 
Israel, liv e in his territory, itching to get 
back to the p rop erty they left behind. They 
are a constant irritant. 
Desp ite 
this, 
and 
desp ite 
bitterness 
against Israel all ov er 
the 
Arab world, 
Hussein has managed to keep a fair amount 
of neutrality in his country. 
Hussem was kneeling 
beside 
his 
lato 
grandfather, King Abdullah, in the great 
Mosque of Jerusalem when Abdullah was 
shot and killed by Arabs who disap p rov ed 
of his talks with Mrs. Golda Meir aimed 
at p eace between the two countries. King 
Abdullah believ ed p eace 
was 
essential, 
and his grandson, now on the throne, shares 
the same v iew. 
1 interv iewed the young King in his p alace 
in Amman. He is comp letely charming and 
as frank as the Monarch of a country con­ 
stantly m danger of war can be. 
He p ersonally is In equal danger, and in 
p assing up the hill to his p alace I was 
stop p ed by three lines of guards to m ake 
sure I was not an assassin. Because of this 
constant danger, Hussein 
was the 
only 
sp eaker p ermitted to hav e an arm ed guard 
stand just below the 
sp eakers’ 
rostrum 
when he addressed the U. N. 
Assembly 
some years ago. 
This p recarious situation has been made 
all the more p recarious by the Israeli inv a­ 
sion of Jordan, which is why the United 
States joined G reat Britain and France in 
a stern rebuke to the gov ernment of Israel. 
Ambassador A rthur Goldberg has not al­ 
ways agreed with instructions he receiv es 
from Washington, but although a strong sup ­ 
p orter ot lirael, ha agreed with thii ooe.

Laird, who has talked about 
this since 1958 , p rop osed that a 
certain p ercentage of taxes col­ 
lected in each state be returned 
to the state yearly to help it 
solv e its p roblem.

Two-Thirds Majority 
Thwarts Bond Issues 
Missouri’s two-thirds rule for 
the p assage of bond issues frus­ 
trated many p lanned municip al 
and school 
p rogram s 
in 
the 
p ast 
election, 
and newsp ap er 
editorial comments hav e been 
criticizing this rule for the p ast 
two weeks. 
But, if the state Democratic 
p arty can p ush through its p lat­ 
form p rop osals during the next 
session of legislature, the two- 
thirds rule m ay be reduced. 
St. Louis City 
and 
County 
were frustrated 
most by the 
rule as 12 p rop osed bond issues, 
including one for a 
county 
p arks p rogram, were defeated 
for lack of the two-thirds m a­ 
jority. All. howev er, receiv ed a 
simp le majority, and three re­ 
ceiv ed totals of more than 60 
p er cent. 
This 
p attern 
was 
re p e a t^ 
throughout the state, and 
in 
some areas ev en school bond 
issues failed for 
lack 
of the 
twiv thirds margin. 
A bill p rop osing a constitu­ 
tional amendment reducing the 
tw o-thirds requirement is ex­ 
p ected to be included again in 
Gov . W arren E. Hearnes’ legis­ 
lativ e p rogram for next year, 
and a reap p ortioned Legisla­ 
ture is exp ected to giv e such a 
bill more 
fav orable recep tion 
than it 
receiv ed 
in 
the last 
session. 
Hea'rnes. in his first year of 
office, p rop osed an amendment 
which would abolish the two- 
thirds 
rule and 
substitute 
a 
three-fifths or 60 p er cent m a­ 
jority for ap p rov al of bond is­ 
sues. The bill p assed the House 
but was killed in the 
Senate 
Judiciary Committee. Hearnes 
originally asked for a simp le 
m ajority p assage, but the com­ 
p romise in the House resulted 
in the 60 p er cent p rop osal. 
New York, Chicago, and Bal­ 
timore. contrary to St. Louis 
and Kansas City and other Mis­ 
souri municip alities, can borrow 
for municip al cap ital imp rov e­ 
ments by simp le m ajorities, and 
only Kentucky and Idaho hav e 
two-thirds 
rules 
written 
into 
their state constitutions 
like 
Missouri’s. 
The trend to reduction of bond 
issue requirem ents was reflect­ 
ed in the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration when the Federal 
Ad­ 
v isory 
Commi.ssion 
on 
Inter­ 
gov ernmental Relations urged 
that local gov ernments such as 
schools and cities be p ermitted 
to 
authorize 
bond 
financing 
without v otes at all excep t when 
such action was demanded by 
p etitions signed by sev en 
p er 
cent of those registered to v ote, 
with the ultim ate decision then 
made by a simp le majority. 
The 
Democratic 
state p lat­ 
form, adop ted in Sep tembca* of 
this year, recommended a ‘‘re­ 
duction of the two-thirds m ajor­ 
ity v ote now constitutionally re­ 
quired for p assage of general 
obligation bonds.” 
The newly reap p ortioned Leg- 
i.slature. which will giv e rep re­ 
sentativ es to the cities and ur­ 
ban school districts where these 
bond issues are badly needed, 
certainly will be exp ected 
to 
giv e weighted consideration to 
this p roblem,
